London braced for further rioting 


LONDON (AFP) - London 
police yesterday maintained an 
uneasy calm as night fell on 
the area the day after some of 
the capital’s worst rioting in 
years, sparked by the fatal 
shooting of a local man. 

As the sun set yesterday, 
Scotland Yard reported that 
youths had vandalised a police 
car and smashed two windows 
in Enfield, a north London 
suburb three miles north of 
Tottenham, the area at the cen¬ 
ter of the previous night’s dis¬ 
order. 

Additional police resources 
were deployed in the volatile 
neighbourhoods yesterday as 
the Metropolitan force vowed 
to avoid a repeat of the earlier 
scenes of mayhem. 

Homes were torched and 
shops looted late Saturday, 
conjuring up memories of 
1985 riots in the same area and 
dampening the mood in a city 
hosting the Olympic Games in 
a year. 

Police said 26 of its officers 
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were hurt, while three mem¬ 
bers of the public also needed 
treatment following the sur¬ 
prise violence. By yesterday, 
all the injured police officers 
had been discharged from hos¬ 
pital. 

A total 55 arrests were 
made, while Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s office de¬ 
scribed the rioting as ’’utterly 
unacceptable.” 

A spokesman for the Lon¬ 
don Fire Brigade said all the 
fires were under control. 

”We are still at the scene of 
some of them to damp them 
down and make sure every¬ 
thing is out,” he added, as 
burnt-out cars and buildings in 
sealed-off roads bore witness 
to the night before. 

The mayhem, which broke 
out in Tottenham just before 
sunset on Saturday, followed a 
protest over the death of a 29- 
year-old man last Thursday 
during an apparent exchange 
of gunfire with police. 


HAVANA (AFP) - Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez was in 
Cuba yesterday for a second 
round of chemotherapy treat¬ 
ment following the removal of 
a cancerous tumor in June. 

The 57-year-old Chavez, 
who has lost his hair due to the 
treatment, expressed confi¬ 
dence he will return to Vene¬ 
zuela in a few days ”in better 
condition that I am now.” 

”We will come out of this 
stronger. I am sure of it. My 
perspective is lengthening, and 
it’s not 2012, but 2031,” he 
said before his departure from 
Caracas, referring to his plans 
to run for a third six-year term 
in presidential elections next 
year. 

While the firebrand leftist 
was in Havana, Venezuelan 
media aired an interview with 
an introspective Chavez who 
admitted that inefficiency had 


Thursday’s killing of Mark 
Duggan, a father-of-four, was 
’’absolutely regrettable,” police 
commander Adrian Hanstock 
said in a statement, adding that 
an investigation into the shoot¬ 
ing was underway. 

According to the Guardian 
newspaper, initial ballistics 
tests on a bullet which was 
found lodged in a police offi¬ 
cer’s radio when Duggan was 
shot revealed it was a police 
issue bullet, raising doubts 
over the early explanation of 
events. 

Duggan's brother Shaun 
Hall called for peace. 

"We're not condoning any 
kind of actions like that at all," 
he told Sky News. 

”1 know people are frus¬ 
trated, they're angry out there 
at the moment, but I would say 
please try and hold it down. 
Please don't make this about 
my brother's life, he was a 
good man.” 


been a major shortcoming of 
his 13-year socialist govern¬ 
ment. 

"The lack of efficiency in 
the day-to-day routine led to 
big mistakes that have often 
jeopardized the government's 
social and economic policies 
and its attention to people's 
problems,” Chavez told private 
channel Televen before his de¬ 
parture. 

It was a "smiling and very 
talkative” Venezuelan leader 
who stepped off the plane in 
Havana late Saturday, accord¬ 
ing to an official statement re¬ 
leased by Cuban state media. 

Chavez said last month he 
had "successfully” finished a 
first round of chemotherapy, 
and with no malignant cells 
found in his body he was "be¬ 
ginning a new life,” although 
he was cautious about the fu¬ 
ture.

DHARAMSHAFA (AFP) - 
Fobsang Sangay, a 43-year-old 
Harvard scholar, was sworn in 
as head of the Tibetan govem- 
ment-in-exile today, replacing 
the Dalai Fama as the move¬ 
ment's political leader. 

In a historic shift from the 
dominance of Tibetan politics 
by religious figures, the new 
prime minister, who has never 
set foot in Tibet, will assume 
the temporal duties relin¬ 
quished by the Dalai Fama in 
May. 

Although the 76-year-old 
monk will retain the more sig¬ 
nificant role of spiritual leader, 
as well as his hold on major

transition will make Sangay a 
far more prominent figure than 
his predecessor.

braced a career in acting, died 
at his home in Malibu, Califor¬ 
nia on Friday at the age of 48, 
his agent said yesterday. 

"We are extremely sad¬ 
dened to announce the un¬ 
timely death of our dear client 
and friend, Francesco Quinn,” 
said his talent agent, Arlene 
Thornton, in a statement yes¬ 
terday. 

The son of legendary actor 
Anthony Quinn, who passed 
away in 2001, was pronounced 
dead in Malibu, the beachside 
haven for celebrities west of 
Fos Angeles.

ORANJESTAD - On the 31 st 
of January 2012, the medical 
director of the Aruba Hospital, 
Mr. Amoud Boesten will ter¬ 
minate his term of service 
with the Dr. Horacio Oduber 
Hospital. Back in 2006 when 
the contract between Boesten 
and the Hospital was signed, 
it was agreed that after 5 years 
when he reaches 67 years of 
age that he will leave and go 
on pension. 

The “Stichting Ziekenver- 
pleeging Aruba for years has 
had a Board consisting of two 
persons, a financial director, 
Fernando Rigaud, and a pres¬ 


ident/medical director, Dr. 
Arnoud Boesten. After re¬ 
ceiving external professional 
advice concerning a possible 
different management struc¬ 
ture, the supervisory Board of 
the Hospital came to the fol¬ 
lowing decision. 

Immediately following the 
exit of Boesten, they will in¬ 
troduce a management struc¬ 
ture consisting of 3 persons. 
The new structure will con¬ 
sist of a general director as 
president of the Board, a di¬ 
rector of business services, 
and a medical director. 

Since November 2010 Mr. 


Theo Kool has been em¬ 
ployed at the Hospital as the 
director of business services. 
Kool is slated to be one of the 
members of the three-man 
Board for the new Board of 
Directors. 

The process of searching 
for a general director and a 
medical director will begin in 
earnest very soon. The inten¬ 
tion is to have the new board 
installed by February 2012, 
immediately following the 
departure of Dr. Boesten. 

The selection process will 
be primarily directed towards 
attracting Aruban nationals. 


Fast week a total of 615 
Aruban youngsters received 
government student loans to 
further their education. Some 
209 of these young people 
chose to continue their educa¬ 
tion right here at home, while 
325 took off to the Nether¬ 
lands for their further educa¬ 
tion and 44 chose to head off 
to the USA, the other 37 went 
to Canada, Colombia, Cura¬ 
cao, Costa Rica, Dom. Re¬ 
public, Mexico, Puerto Rico 
and Venezuela. 

Few countries in the world 
have a system of education 
that provides such an oppor¬ 
tunity to their young people. 
Very few countries provide 
financial support for their 
young people’s college edu¬ 
cation as does Aruba. In 
Aruba, every young person 
who graduates from high 
school can apply for a four- 
year study loan and gets this 
to study wherever he/she 
chooses. 

Obviously, there are strin¬ 
gent conditions to meet in 
order to qualify, but the vast 
majority qualifies and gets 
the study loan. What’s more, 
in addition to the government 
study loans, we have an ac¬ 


tive foundation who is dedi¬ 
cated to also providing finan¬ 
cial assistance to 
college-bound young people. 
The Aruba Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation, headed by entrepre¬ 
neur Clyde Harms, provides 
substantial financial scholar¬ 
ships to many worthy young 
people heading primarily to 
the US for their college or 
university studies. 

This kind of educational 
support makes Aruba a very 
privileged country. Aruban 
young people are therefore 
extremely proud of their na¬ 
tional heritage. College and 
university education these 
days are exuberantly expen¬ 
sive for most families, and 
without the government 
study loans most of our 
young people would not be 
able to afford this higher ed¬ 
ucation. Aruba, by any stan¬ 
dard, excels in the manner in 
which it takes care of its 
young people. 

Again this year we can ex¬ 
pect 615 young people re¬ 
turning in about four to five 
years as skilled professionals 
to become part of the brain 
and braun of this progressive 
island.

The Two Hundred 


It is truly an honor and a privilege for me to address you 
in this prestigious paper. 

Today is undoubtedly a most beautiful day for the “Police 
Force Aruba;” celebrating the date of its birth. 

The day August 17th was chosen after we got our 
“Status Aparte”. 

In the first months of the year 1986, we were so busy; 
we hardly had time to think on ourselves. 

Then one day I sat down with the Minister of Justice 
and knowing that his birthday was coming up, we de¬ 
cided to have a double celebration on August 17th. 

My remarks are designed for members of the Aruban 
Police Force and their families, friends and the loved 
ones of the courageous Police Officers. 

I will start with taking you back in time. 

“There is a feeling of uncertainty in the air. 

Many colleagues are tense and uneasy. 

The Big Chief is in Aruba. 

He tells some police officers: “When later on in the 
meeting, I ask who is leaving, you, you, you and you all, 
should stand up, beat your chest with your hands and 
Say: “I am leaving. I am going with the Antillian Po¬ 
lice Force”. The rest will follow. 

That’s the atmosphere amongst the police officers in Aruba. 

The year is 1985, just months before our “Status Aparte”. 

The Police Force is 40% understaffed. In addition 42 more Police Officers 
decide to leave Aruba. 

The fireworks burst into the air at midnight on January 1st. 1986, together 
with the country Aruba, the new “Police Force” was born. 

At the helm stood one Commissioner of Police and four Police Inspectors 
of whom two are more loyal to the “Antillian Police Force” than to the “Korps 
Politie Aruba”. The “backstabbing” is a daily occurrence. 

Now please read with attention, because they are often forgotten and never 
is it mentioned, but 200 Police Officers stood their ground and showed their 
courage. They decided to stay to defend, protect and serve the Aruban citizens. 
It was with these 200 Police Officers that all the police work had to be done. 
I know that the winds of change have also blown over Aruba and that today 



things are different. I just simply have the need to share this with you. We must 
always forgive but never forget. 

With the oil refinery closed and the economy in a downward spiral, it was 
these 200 Police Officers who stood guard day and night. 

The historical annals today show that these 200 Police Officers took care 
that crime did not increase in the land Aruba. 

Not long after the historical words were spoken by some police officers 
leaving Aruba: “I would not even stay for a wheelbarrow of gold” these infa¬ 
mous words came back to haunt them. They were now offering ... a wheel¬ 
barrow of gold to come back to Aruba. 

The year 1986, closed with one Commissioner, three Police Inspectors and 
200 Police Officers 

These 200 Police Officers built the bridge of tranquility and assurance that 
we enjoy today. 

They converted many stumbling blocks into stepping stones and today look 
around; what you see today had its origin 23 years ago. 

But some how, we have forgotten the hardship these 200 Police Officers 
endured. 

Some of these Officers have gone on to the Heavenly Father and may be 
directing traffic in heaven today. 

I believe it’s time that we recognize and honor these 200 Police Officers 
and pay tribute to those who have gone on. 

Today I feel proud, not only as the first Police 
Commissioner of Aruba, but most of all I feel proud 
to be the Commissioner who served with the 200. 

Congratulations all the members of the Police 
Force. Have a nice day. 

God bless Aruba and its Police Force.”

Wire pops lock certified 
for US defense facilities

Tobias and cohort Toby 
Bluzmanis showed how a 
Kaba 5800 could be opened 
by poking a piece of wire 
through the casing of a small 
LED light on the lock face 
and short-circuiting underly¬ 
ing electronics. 

Red and green LED lights 
on the lock are part of a fea¬ 
ture that lets a receptionist 
open a door remotely with a 
push of a button. 

The lock could also be 
opened with the thump of a 
mallet or by removing an in¬ 
side plate and inserting a wire 
in a way that lets someone, 
from that point forward, open 
the door by pushing a handle 
up instead of down, accord¬ 
ing to the duo. 

"We figured out nine dif¬ 
ferent ways to break 5800," 
Tobias said. 

"You are not going to get 
away with some of these 
techniques at the Pentagon; 
you would have a nine-mil¬ 
limeter pistol pointed at you." 

Tobias and his team began 
to scrutinize the lock after 
learning that several years 
ago members of the Jewish 
community figured out that 
an earlier Kaba keypad ac¬ 
cess model could be opened 
using a magnet. 

Keypad locks had found a 
niche in the Jewish commu¬ 
nity because the religion pro¬ 
hibits using keys on the 
Sabbath, according to Tobias. 

"A Jewish geek squad was 
helping elderly people open 
their doors when they could¬ 
n't remember key codes," To¬ 
bias said. "They figured out 
you could open the locks 
with a magnet." 

The Kaba 5800 model is 
priced at more than a thou¬ 
sand dollars and the company 
was said to have sold fewer 
than 2000 units, with the new 
DHS standard not being in 
place until next year. 

"Kaba is a good com¬ 
pany," Tobias said. "This is a 
problem endemic in the lock 
industry, they think like engi¬ 
neers not hackers."

US opens ways for Shell drilling in 
Arctic Ocean 



ALASKA-US officials have 
granted Anglo-Dutch energy 
giant Shell conditional ap¬ 
proval to begin drilling ex¬ 
ploration wells in the Arctic 
Ocean from next year, in a 
move swiftly slammed by 
conservationists as "inexcus¬ 
able." 

The US Interior Depart¬ 
ment has opened the doors to 
Shell's proposal for four shal¬ 
low water exploration wells 
in Alaska’s Beaufort Sea to 
start in July 2012, said the 
Bureau of Ocean Energy 
Management, Regulation and 
Enforcement (BOEMRE) in 
a statement recently. 

Final approval requires 
Shell to obtain permits from 
other US agencies including 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, the US Fish and 


Wildlife Service, and Na¬ 
tional Marine Fisheries Serv¬ 
ice. 

"We base our decisions re¬ 
garding energy exploration 
and development in the Arc¬ 
tic on the best scientific infor¬ 
mation available," said 
BOEMRE's director Michael 
Bromwich. 

The agency would closely 
review the oil giant's activi¬ 
ties to ensure they are con¬ 
ducted in a "safe and 
environmentally responsible 
manner," he said. 

Shell welcomed the news, 
saying it added to the com¬ 
pany's "cautious optimism 
that we will be drilling our 
Alaska leases this time next 
year." 

Environmentalists, point¬ 
ing to the vastly complicated 


task of drilling in the harsh 
Arctic environment and ef¬ 
fectively cleaning up any 
spills in such conditions, 
slammed the decision as 
"dangerous and disappoint¬ 
ing," saying it puts the remote 
region, its wildlife and native 
communities at risk. 

The move ignored a 
wealth of concerns raised by 
the same US agencies during 
the catastrophic 2010 BP oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico, 
said a statement backed by 
leading environmental 
groups the Center for Biolog¬ 
ical Diversity, Sierra Club, 
and Alaska Wilderness 
League. 

President Barack Obama 
had in May, prompted by 
high gasoline prices, commit¬ 
ted to annual oil and gas lease 
sales in Alaska's National Pe¬ 
troleum Reserve, directing 
the Department of Interior to 
conduct annual lease sales in 
the region. 

Earlier this year, retired 
Coast Guard admiral Thad 
Allen, who led the US re¬ 
sponse to the Gulf spill, 
warned how the United 
States was ill-equipped to 
deal with a major oil catastro¬ 
phe in Alaska, with little in¬ 
frastructure to mount an 
adequate response, amid 
harsh weather and unpre¬ 
dictable ice floes. 



Hackers at a DefCon gather¬ 
ing were shown how a high- 
security lock certified for use 
in sensitive US government 
facilities can be easily opened 
with just a piece of wire. 

Security specialist Marc 
Weber Tobias had plans to 
meet in Switzerland with 
lock-maker Kaba to discuss 
ways that the Swiss com¬ 
pany's Access Control E-Plex 
5800 model and its predeces¬ 
sor can be foiled. 

"It is a threat to the gov¬ 
ernment," Tobias told AFP 
after his presentation at Def¬ 
Con, which wraps up in Las 
Vegas on Sunday. 

"I am serious about it be¬ 
cause I don't know where 
they have been installed," he 
continued. "They could be at 
the Pentagon." 

The Kaba 5800 was de¬ 
scribed as the first lock certi¬ 
fied as meeting new US 
Department of Homeland Se¬ 
curity requirements for coded 
access that keeps track of 
which contractors or federal 
workers open which doors.

Adjusting routines before School 
starts may ease transition to class 


Adjusting routines before 
school starts can make it eas¬ 
ier for families when children 
return to classrooms after 
summer vacation, an expert 
says. 

’’Returning to the routine 
of the school year can be 
overwhelming for adults and 
students,” Josh Klapow, a 
clinical psychologist and as¬ 
sociate professor in the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama at 
Birmingham School of Pub¬ 
lic Health, said in a university 
news release. 

’’During the school year 
there’s a sleep schedule, a 
tighter timeframe for per¬ 
forming household chores 
and the sense of fewer hours 
in the day. Altogether, this 
can lead to debilitating anxi¬ 
ety,” he explained. 

Advance preparation for 
the new school year is cru¬ 
cial. 

’’Throughout the summer 


vacation, you and your chil¬ 
dren have developed new 
habits and routines. Breaking 
those is extremely difficult to 
accomplish in a day,” 
Klapow said. But introducing 
routine changes beforehand 
can ease the transition from 
summer holidays to the new 
school year. 

’’This means adjusting bed 
times and morning alarms 
starting now. If they already 
haven’t been reading through 
the summer, have the chil¬ 
dren pick up a book for at 
least 20 minutes a day, to 
mimic homework time. This 
helps everybody in the 
household re-adapt,” Klapow 
said. 

It’s important for parents 
to remain calm and com¬ 
posed, he added. 

If you're feeling frantic 
and unprepared, that's what 
your child will pick up on,” 
Klapow said. 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - Six 
years after leprosy was de¬ 
clared officially eliminated in 
India, officials and doctors 
are warning that the disfigur¬ 
ing disease is spreading in 
poverty-stricken pockets of 
the country. 

The head of the World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
in India, Nata Menabde, told 
AFP in an interview that 
nearly a third of India's dis¬ 
tricts needed urgent attention 
to address the spread of new 
infections. 

"There are about 209 out 
of 640 districts where the 
number of new cases exceeds 
the WHO target of less than 
10 new cases per 100,000,” 
she said. 

"India is the biggest con¬ 
tributor to the global burden 
with 120,000 new cases per 
year,” she added. 

Leprosy, an ancient dis¬ 
ease which causes lesions on 
the skin and attacks nerves in 
the hands and feet, resulting 
in disability, was declared of¬ 
ficially eliminated in India in 


2005 according to WHO 
guidelines on prevalence 
rates. 

The WHO allows govern¬ 
ments to declare that leprosy 
is no longer a public health 
risk if the prevalence rate 
falls below one case per 
10,000 people. 

Ten percent of the new 
cases occurring in India in¬ 
volve children, the WHO's 
Menabde said. 

"The high incidence 
among children shows that 
the transmission rate is very 
high,” she said, calling it an 
early warning for the govern¬ 
ment. 

"It suggests that progress 
against leprosy can also re¬ 
verse and it can grow and 
India can also lose its posi¬ 
tion as having eliminated the 
disease,” she said. 

Vivek Pai, director of the 
non-profit Bombay Leprosy 
Project, said a sense of com¬ 
placency had crept into the 
government's policy towards 
leprosy after 2005. 

"They changed tracks too 


soon, took their focus off and 
now we are seeing a rise in 
cases in certain pockets,” he 
said, citing the case of Maha¬ 
rashtra, India's richest state 
and home to the national fi¬ 
nancial hub of Mumbai. 

"Just a couple of months 
back, the central leprosy divi¬ 
sion found that the number of 
new cases in Maharashtra has 
gone up from 9-10 per 
100,000 in 2006-07 to 13 per 
100,000 now. It's very worry¬ 
ing,” he told AFP. 

He said a decline in fund¬ 
ing from state and private 
donors hurt efforts to fight 
the disease. 

"Agencies which used to 
support us don't think it's im¬ 
portant anymore. It's a huge 
problem. We don't turn away 
patients but we are forced to 
delay treatment because of 
funding constraints,” he said. 

"What we must do now is 
raise awareness that it is a 
medical and a social chal¬ 
lenge. There are many invisi¬ 
ble customs we must fight 
against,” he told AFP.

Greenspan: No double¬ 
dip recession but 
Europe a worry 



An update of the estimation

ORANJESTAD - The Cen¬ 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
has recently revised its Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) es¬ 
timation for 2010 and fore¬ 
cast for 2011, and has made a 
projection for 2012. Avail¬ 
able information to the CBA 
confirms the previously esti¬ 
mated economic contraction 
in 2010, while the latest fore¬ 
casts continue to show a sig¬ 
nificant improvement in 2011 
and a further growth in 2012. 

The 2010 GDP estimate in 
real terms was somewhat re¬ 
duced from its previous esti¬ 
mate of March 2011, i.e., 
from -2.8 percent to -2.9 per¬ 
cent. This small decrease was 
largely the result of a lower 
growth than anticipated in 
government consumption, 
compared to the previous 
forecast. 

The expectation for a re¬ 


covery of economic growth 
in 2011 has improved, as re¬ 
flected by a 1.7 percentage 
points increase in the ex¬ 
pected growth in the real 
GDP to 10.6 percent, despite 
lower economic growth in 
the United States, an acceler¬ 
ation in the inflation rate in 
Aruba, and higher oil prices 
on the international market. 
The improvement in the 
CBA’s expectation for 2011 
is largely due to a more pro¬ 
nounced impact of the re¬ 
opening of the Valero oil 
refinery on the overall econ¬ 
omy than was previously an¬ 
ticipated. 

Moreover, available data 
indicates that the increase in 
private consumption is higher 
than previously estimated, 
while according to the 2011 
government budget, govern¬ 
ment consumption will be 
higher than estimated earlier. 
Furthermore, the projection 
for exports was increased to 
more accurately reflect the 
activities of the oil sector, and 
the better than previously ex¬ 
pected performance in the 


tourism sector. Because of 
the increased economic activ¬ 
ity, the projection for imports 
has also increased. 

For 2012 the CBA antici¬ 
pates, based on available in¬ 
formation at the time of the 
projection, that economic ac¬ 
tivities will continue to ex¬ 
pand, and that a 3.6 percent 
growth in real terms will be 
realized. This growth will be 
strongly influenced by in¬ 
vestment activities, which are 
projected to continue to in¬ 
crease, supported by the on¬ 
going economic recovery, 
both in Aruba and abroad, 
and improving investor con¬ 
fidence. Improved private 
consumption is also expected 
to contribute to the GDP 
growth, as economic activi¬ 
ties continue to pick-up, re¬ 
sulting in more jobs, and thus 
more disposable income. 
Moreover, the forecasts indi¬ 
cate that exports will grow on 
the back of the sustained re¬ 
covery in the tourism sector. 
The table below summarizes 
the GDP estimates in real 
terms. 


WASHINGTON - Former 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Alan Greenspan yesterday 
downplayed the risk of a dou¬ 
ble-dip recession in the 
United States, saying its do¬ 
mestic economy was in better 
shape compared to its Euro¬ 
pean peers. 


Standard & Poor’s warned yes¬ 
terday that there was a one in 
three chance of a further US 
credit downgrade, as lawmak¬ 
ers traded blame for the failure 
to rein in the country's massive 
debt. 

The ratings agency docked 
the United States from a ster¬ 
ling AAA to a AA+ rating on 
Friday largely because of the 
failure of bitterly divided US 
leaders to reach a consensus on 
containing the country's spiral¬ 
ing debt. 

"If the fiscal position of the 
United States deteriorates fur¬ 
ther, or if the political gridlock 
becomes more entrenched, 
then that could lead to another 
downgrade," S&P ratings head 
John Chambers told ABC tele¬ 
vision. 

"The outlook indicates at 
least a one in three chance of a 
downgrade" over the next six 
to 24 months, he said on the 
network's political talk show 
"This Week." 

He added that in the past it 
has taken countries nine to 18 
years to regain a AAA rating, 
and warned that "it would take, 
I think, more ability to reach 
consensus in Washington than 
what we're observing now." 


A double-dip recession 
“depends on Europe, not the 
United States,” Greenspan 
told NBC television’s “Meet 
the Press.” “The United 
States was actually doing rel¬ 
atively well — sluggish, but 
going forward — until Italy 
ran into trouble.” 


But despite early signs that 
Friday's downgrade could roil 
world markets and warnings of 
a new recession by a former 
top White House economist, 
senior Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican lawmakers continued to 
trade blame. 

Senator John Kerry, a mod¬ 
erate Democrat, called Friday's 
move a "Tea Party down¬ 
grade," referring to the ultra¬ 
conservative anti-tax move¬ 
ment, and said a debt deal 
reached last week after weeks 
of heated negotiations fell 
short because some Republi¬ 
cans "were willing to shoot the 
hostage."

Mexico's narcocorridos turn drug violence to music 



Mexico’s popular songs glori¬ 
fying its drug traffickers, 
blown as narcocorridos, have 
attracted a growing following 
in recent years, from Mexico 
City to Los Angeles. 

But authorities in north¬ 
western Sinaloa for the first 
time banned the ballads in 
May, surprising many in the 
home state of Mexico’s oldest 
drug cartel, the Sinaloa cartel, 
where drug trafficking and its 
often ostentatious culture are 
omnipresent. 

The ballads are part of a 
decades-old drug culture, but 
the new wave of narcocorrido 
is more gruesome than ever 
with tales of the life and loves 
of drug traffickers and ac¬ 
counts of bloody clashes with 
security forces. 

Sinaloa, which lies on the 
Pacific coast, is one of the 
three most violent states in the 
country, recording 2,505 mur¬ 
ders last year, according to na¬ 
tional statistics. 

Killings in parts of Mexico 
have shot up in recent years 
amid a military crackdown on 
organized crime which has 
sent soldiers onto the streets. 

Sinaloa authorities issued 
the ban on narcocorridos in 
places selling alcohol to avoid 
’’excuses for crime” and to try 
to reduce the murder rate, ac¬ 


cording to state 
government head 
Gerardo Vargas 
Landeros. 

Narcocorridos 
gained popularity 
in the 1970s and 
1980s, with their 
tales of danger and 
the exciting lives of 
drug barons, such 
as Felix Gallardo, 
who is now in jail. 

But the newer 
songs have taken a 
darker turn, in 
what is nicknamed 
Movimiento Alte- 
rado or Altered 
Movement, with songs focus¬ 
ing on weapons and the ever 
more gruesome ways in which 
scores are being settled. 

’’They had very sophisti¬ 
cated weapons in their posses¬ 
sion. They had .50 caliber 
weapons and they used gre¬ 
nades bazookas and AK-47s. 

They came in armored cars 
... They put up a roadblock ... 
and all hell broke loose. They 
fought for almost an hour ... 
the men died under a hail of 
bullet. 

That song, the tale of a clash 
between soldiers and hitmen 
for ”E1 Chapo” — the billionaire 
fugitive head of the Sinaloa 
cartel — is one of the most pop¬ 


ular, said Aldo Alberto Garcia, 
a member of a band called 
’’The Sinaloa Three.” 

The Altered Movement got 
its start distributing songs on 
the Internet shortly after Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon ordered 
50,000 troops into battle 
against organized crime gangs 
at the end of 2006. 


Since then, beheadings, 
mutilations and shootouts 
have increased as the gangs 
fight each other and security 
forces in a bloodletting that 
has claimed 41,000 lives, ac¬ 
cording to media counts. 

The songs reflect the shift¬ 
ing realities. 

”We’ve started to see a 
change in narcocorrido to¬ 
ward hyper-violence,” said 
Juan Carlos Ramirez- 
Pimienta, an academic from 
the University of San Diego, 
California, who recently pub¬ 
lished a book on the ballads. 

’’The production of narco¬ 
corridos is immense, it’s im¬ 
possible to work out how 
many bands exist,” he added. 

And despite the ban in 
Sinaloa, which follows similar 
moves in the country’s most vi¬ 
olent state of Chihuahua and 
the border city of Tijuana, the 
music plays on. 

The Sinaloa government 
has so far closed 36 establish¬ 


ments out of 5,400 in the state 
for playing narcocorridos, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

But narcocorridos ring out 
from other radio stations on the 
streets and in music videos in 
bars and restaurants through¬ 
out the mountainous state. 

Bands still plays in seedy 
bars near the market in Culia- 
can, the state capital, where 
stalls sell narcocorrido CDs as 
well as bright T-shirts bearing 
images of weapons and jewel- 
incrusted gun handles. 

Performers in cowboy hats 
gather every night on a central 
street of Culiacan where they 
hope to be hired to play a song. 

They may be paid by drug 
lords to write about their ex¬ 
ploits and some are known to 
perform for drug gangs. 

Whether narcocorridos 
exist or not, the violence won't 
stop. As long as there's drug 
trafficking this music will con¬ 
tinue,” said one singer, a guitar 
slung over his back.

Injured Khan's England 
tour comes to an end 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic switches from the 
studio to the stadium after 
two well-received late-night 
US television appearances in 
the run-up to today's start of 
the Montreal Masters. 

Serbia's new world num¬ 
ber one is still celebrating his 
rise to top spot in the ATP 
rankings after winning Wim¬ 
bledon last month, pushing 
Rafael Nadal down to second 
and leaving Roger Federer at 
number three. 

Djokovic showed a natural 
talent for banter — and Ser¬ 
bian lcolo folk dancing on 
The Tonight Show with Jay 
Leno — and also made a guest 
appearance one night later 
with host Conan O'Brien be¬ 
fore flying to Canada from 
Los Angeles where he trained 
last week on the fringes of the 
ATP event at UCLA. 

In Montreal, tennis's big 
three, plus Briton Andy Mur¬ 
ray, are already training on 
the hardcourts in the Fran¬ 
cophile city. 

Djokovic, who won the 
Montreal title in 2007, will 
enjoy the first-round bye 
given to the leading eight 
seeds before starting his cam¬ 
paign against the winner of 
the match between former 
top five regular Nikolay 
Davydenko and a qualifier. 

Second seed Rafael cele¬ 
brated this week's Twitter 


debut with updates on his 
own practice after flying in 
from his island home on Mal¬ 
lorca. 

The Spaniard, like Fed¬ 
erer, will be making his first 
tournament appearance since 
Wimbledon, where he lost 
the final and his number one 
status to Djokovic. 

Nadal begins against ei¬ 
ther Frenchman Jeremy 
Chardy or Croatian Ivan 
Dodig. 

Federer, the third seed, 
comes to Canada confident as 
he celebrates his 30th birth¬ 
day on Monday. An official 
celebration of some kind will 
be planned as per usual dur¬ 
ing this week for the 16-time 
Grand Slam champion from 
Switzerland. 

"I've been practising the 
past two and a half weeks. It's 
been somewhat good weather 
in Switzerland, so I could al¬ 
ways practise outdoors, 
which I was quite happy 
about," he said. 

'T've been playing well, 
moving well. But I always 
feel the true tests are in 
matches." 

A handful of players will 
miss the first important date 
prior to the August 29 start of 
the US Open, with former 
number one Andy Roddick 
heading the absentee list with 
a continuing abdominal mus¬ 
cle problem. 


Also out is number five 
Robin Soderling (wrist), Aus¬ 
trian Jurgen Melzer (pulled 
muscle this week in Washing¬ 
ton), Spain's Guillermo Gar¬ 
cia Lopez and Belgian 
veteran Xavier Malisse. 

France's Gael Monfils 
takes the fifth seeding, ahead 
of American Mardy Fish, 
who will hope that the heel 
injury that prompted him to 
pull out of Washington after 
reaching the final in Los An¬ 
geles is healed. 

Former Wimbledon final¬ 
ist Tomas Berdych is seeded 
seventh with Spaniard Nico¬ 
las Almagro eighth. 

Three more French play¬ 
ers are also seeded: Gilles 
Simon (ninth), Richard Gas- 
quet (tenth) and Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga (13th). 

Australian teenager 
Bernard Tomic, a surprise 
Wimbledon quarter-finalist, 
was given a wild card entry 
along with LA titleholder 
Ernests Gulbis. 


Real reportedly 
to sign Neymar 
in December 



MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid has reached a deal 
with Santos to sign gifted 
Brazilian teenage striker 
Neymar in December, a 
Spanish sports daily re¬ 
ported Sunday. 

The 19-year-old, fresh 
from winning the Copa Lib- 
ertadores with Santos, has 
been linked for months to a 
move to Real Madrid or 
English Premier League 
side Chelsea. 

"The club has agreed to 
the request of the player and 
postponed his arrival until 
after the World Club Cup" 
to be held in Japan Decem¬ 
ber 8-18, "so the player 
would celebrate Christmas 
as a brand new Real Madrid 
player," the sports daily 
Marca said on its website. 

It said the deal will be 
announced this week, and 
Neymar would arrive in 
Madrid on December 20. 

Neymar's current deal 
with Santos is worth almost 
two million dollars a season 
through to 2015. 


LONDON (AFP) - India pace- 
man Zaheer Khan has been 
ruled out of the remainder of 
his side's tour of England after 
being told he requires ankle 
surgery, it was reported Sun¬ 
day. 

Zaheer, who is also suffer¬ 
ing from a hamstring strain, is 
expected to undergo surgery 
that could keep him out until 
November. 

A statement from the Board 
of Control for Cricket in India 
read: "Zaheer Khan is suffer¬ 
ing from a recurrent right ham¬ 
string strain and a right ankle 
impingement. 

He will need at least 14-16 
weeks to recover completely. 

"He will therefore not be 
able to participate in the ongo¬ 
ing Test series and subsequent 
T20 International and ODI se¬ 


ries against England." 

The 32-year-old Zaheer, a 
cmcial part of the Indian Test 
team which is 2-0 down in the 
four-match series against Eng¬ 
land, picked up the injury in the 
first game at Lord's and missed 
the second in Trent Bridge. 

He was able to bowl just 
three overs against Northamp¬ 
tonshire before leaving the field 
for treatment Saturday, prompt¬ 
ing India team manager 
Anirudh Chaudhry to place 
doubt on his availability for the 
third Test at Edgbaston, starting 
on Wednesday. 

India have called up fellow 
left-armer RP Singh for the re¬ 
mainder of the tour. 

The 25-year-old Singh last 
played a Test match in April 
2008 and an ODI in September 
2009.

Adam Scott won the WGC- 
Bridgestone Invitational on 
Sunday, posting a final-round 
65 to notch a four-stroke vic¬ 
tory over Luke Donald and 
Rickie Fowler. 

Scott, with Tiger Woods' 
former caddie Steve Williams 
on his bag, finished with a four- 
round total of 17-under 263. 

The Australian won his 
first elite World Golf Cham¬ 
pionships title. 

"I felt good today," said 


Scott, who finished with a 
flourish with a birdie at the 
72nd hole. "I stayed so pa¬ 
tient. I picked my moments." 

Donald and Fowler both

Scott said it was a bonus 
having a caddie of Williams' 
experience.

Woods sacked Williams 
this summer and the New 
Zealander, who had caddied 
for Scott during Woods' re¬ 
cent injury layoff, made his 
relationship with the Aus¬ 
tralian permanent.

Stepanek stuns Monfils to 
win Washington title 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Radek Stepanek, the oldest 
player in the world's top 100 
at age 32, upset French top 
seed Gael Monfils 6-4, 6-4 on 
Sunday to win the $1.4 mil¬ 
lion ATP Washington Classic. 

Stepanek became the old¬ 
est ATP champion of the year, 
the eldest Washington winner 
since Jimmy Connors in 1988 
at age 35 and took a top prize 
of $264,000, a fifth career 
title that lifts him from 54th 
in the rankings into the top 
30. 

The Czech veteran had 
lost five of seven prior 
matches to Monfils, includ¬ 
ing their most recent clash 


two weeks ago on Hamburg 
clay, but dominated his first 
final since last year at Bris¬ 
bane for his first title since 
2009 at San Jose. 

Seventh-ranked Monfils, 
in his first US final and his 
first final of any kind since 
last year's Paris Masters, fell 
to 3-11 in ATP title matches, 
foiled in a bid for his first 
outdoor hardcourt crown and 
fourth career title. 

Stepanek broke Monfils 
with a backhand winner 
down the line in the third 
game of the match and led 3- 
2, 30-love when rain halted 
play. A break lasted three 
points, enough for Stepanek 


to hold to 4-2 before another 
downpour hit. 

When play resumed, each 
man held twice, Stepanek 
taking the set on a service 
winner after 54 minutes. 

Stepanek broke Monfils 
again to open the second set, 
the Frenchman racing down 
the Czech's forehand volley 
but netting a forehand. 

Stepanek made the break 
stand, serving out to claim 
the victory after 93 minutes 
with a forehand volley win¬ 
ner as thunder rumbled in the 
distance. 

For the match, Stepanek 
connected on only 38 per¬ 
cent of his first serves but 
won 90 percent of those 
points, 19 of 21 overall and 
12 of 12 in the final set, and 
took 63 percent of points on 
his second serve.

Tiger finishes well back in PGA 
Championship tuneup 


AKRON (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods fired a par 70 in Sun¬ 
day's final round of the World 
Golf Championships Bridge¬ 
stone Invitational, finishing 
well off the pace in his first 
full tournament since the 
Masters last April. 

The 14-time major cham¬ 
pion, chasing the all-time 
record of 18 major titles won 
by Jack Nicklaus, finished 72 
holes on one-over 281 at 
Firestone Country Club, a 
course where the former 
World No. 1 had captured 
seven career titles. 

That left him 14 strokes 
off the pace of co-leaders Ryo 
Ishikawa of Japan and Adam 
Scott of Australia, Scott 
being helped by caddie Steve 
Williams, whom Woods fired 
last month after 12 years of 
working together. 

Woods suffered left knee 
and Achilles tendon injuries 


at the Masters and aggravated 
them in May at the Players 
Championship, when he 
managed only nine holes be¬ 
fore withdrawing. 

Woods, who has not won 
any title since the Australian 
Masters in November of 
2009 just before the start of 
his infamous sex scandal, 
will return to major competi¬ 
tion next week at the 93rd 
PGA Championship at At¬ 
lanta Athletic Club. 

Ireland's Padraig Harring¬ 
ton and US 2012 Ryder Cup 
captain Davis Love will be 
paired with Woods for the 
first and second rounds of the 
year's final major champi¬ 
onship. Woods has not won a 
major title since the 2008 US 
Open. 

On Sunday, Woods birdied 
the par-5 second and par-3 
fifth but handed back both 
strokes with a double-bogey
